PLAID CYMRU 
councillors in Barry 
have warned 

against disposing of 
more than 300,000 
tonnes of mud from 
Hinkley Point a few 
miles off the coast 
from Cardiff. 

Earlier this year 
Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) said sample 
results of the dredged 
material had 

demonstrated it is safe, 
but campaigners claim it 
has been “insufficiently 
tested”. 

NRW gave the French 
company EDF a licence 
to move mud from the 
construction site at 
Hinkley Point C and 
release it at ‘Cardiff 
Grounds’ in the Severn 
Channel where it can be 
dispersed. 

Plaid points out that 
concerns have been 
raised by marine scientist 
Tim Deere-Jones that the 
mud has not been tested 
for radioactivity at a 
depth lower than five 
centimetres and that the 
wrong tests have been 
carried out. 

Cllr Nic Hodges, who 
represents Barry Island 
and Barry’s West End on 
the Vale Council, spoke 
at a rally outside the 
Senedd in Cardiff Bay on 
Bank Holiday Monday, 
calling for further testing. 

He said: “The Vale 
Council has spent 
millions to improve 
Barry Island as a resort. 

“We have a 
responsibility to keep our 
residents safe. As 
councillors we call for 
evidence. We call for 
facts. We ask questions. 

“I expect NRW to 
serve us the people of 
Wales first and foremost. 
I’ve witnessed their 
shortcomings on Barry 
with the incinerator built 
in the middle of our 
town.”

TO TRIATHLON COMPETITOR... 

Barry’s Delyth set 
for Ironman Wales

A BARRY woman 
who conquered a 
fear of swimming 
will be on the start 
ing line of the 
gruelling ‘Ironman 
Wales Triathlon’ in 
Tenby on 

September 9. 

A few years ago, 
Delyth Lewis (37) had 
little cycling experience 
and was unable to swim 
or put her head under the 
water. 

But she learned to 
swim and now faces a 
2.4-mile sea swim during 
one of Wales’ premier 
athletic events. 

The triathlon draws 
thousands of spectators 
to Tenby and includes a 
swim, a 112-mile bike 
ride and a 26.2-mile run. 

She is hoping to cross 
the finish line in under 17 
hours. 

Delyth, who works at 
the Wales Audit Office in 
Cardiff, explained: “To 
prepare for Tenby, I have 
had weekly swim 
sessions at Jackson’s 
Bay, as well as taking 
part in other events 
including the Barry 10k 
and the Whitmore Bay 
‘Sleep When You’re 


Dead’ triathlon. 

“Ironman Wales is 
regarded as one of the 
toughest endurance races 
out there, thanks to the 
Pembrokeshire hills, but 
my training should help 
and I know the amazing 
crowds will help get me 
round.” 

She is fully aware of 
the huge challenge that 
awaits her. 

“The swim involves 
two triangular laps of 
Tenby’s north beach. 
There will be lots of 
currents, jellyfish and 
flailing arms to watch out 
for. 

“Then it’s a short run 
up through the town 
centre with cheering 
crowds to the transition 
area ready for the bike 
stage. 

“At this point, my legs 
are likely to feel like jelly 
from the swim. The bike 
course goes out to Angle, 
Carew, Narberth, and 
takes in two major hills at 
Wiseman’s Bridge and 


Saundersfoot. 

“The atmosphere at 
Saundersfoot is always 
electric with crowds 
cheering every rider, 
trying to help them up 
the hills, Tour de France 
style. 

“The route goes back 
into Tenby, and then 
there’s a smaller loop 
involving Wiseman’s 
Bridge and Saundersfoot 
hill again. 

“The run is 26 miles 
and four laps in total. 
Each lap goes around 
Tenby town centre. 

“The race finishes 
along the esplanade with 
cheering crowds, a red 
carpet and every finisher 
greeted with the words 
‘You are an Ironman!”’

Stanwell school’s GCSEs 
results are ‘exceptional’ 


THERE were smiles 
aplenty at Stanwell 
School in Penarth as 
staff and pupils 
celebrated 
“exceptional” 
GCSE results. 

A school spokesperson 
said: “Year-11 pupils at 
Stanwell School have 
once again enjoyed 
exceptional 
achievements at GCSE 
level.

Will Vale novelist’s 
‘Snap’ make the Man 
Booker shortlist?

VALE crime writer 
Belinda Bauer will 
find out shortly 
whether her novel 
Snap has made the 
Man Booker Prize 
shortlist for 2018. 

In July, the longlist of 
13 books was announced 
and it included ‘Snap’ 
which raised a few 
eyebrows because the 
Man Booker Prize is 
considered highbrow, 
and hasn’t included 
crime stories in the past. 

Belinda, who 

regularly attends literary 
events in the Vale, told 
The GEM that the 
nomination had come as 
a pleasant and 
unexpected surprise. 

“I was amazed and 
delighted. Crime has 
never been recognised so 
this just didn’t seem 
possible and I’m still 
getting over the shock. 

“I think crime has 
been unfairly 

marginalized over many 
years, and not considered 
to be worthy of 
consideration by 

‘quality’ readers. 

“But as virtually every 
great book in history 
pivots on a crime of some 
sort, this modem disdain 
for the genre is a silly 
snobbery. I’m hoping 
that Snap’s nomination 
will be the thing that 
kicks down the door for 
all other crime writers to 


feel ambitious for their 
books too.” 

Belinda shot to fame 
when she won the CWA 
Gold Dagger for her 
debut novel Blacklands 
in 2010. It was set in 
Exmoor and told the 
story of a 12-year-old 
boy whose family had 
been traumatised by the 
disappearance of his 
uncle - and how the 
youngster hopes to 
discover the truth by 
writing to a jailed serial 
killer. 

Readers praised the 
book’s originality, tense 
plot and evocation of a 
broken family; critics 
greeted an exciting new 
voice in crime fiction. 

By the time she wrote 
her fourth novel set in 
south Wales - 
Rubbernecker - she had 
established a reputation 
as a leading crime writer. 
‘Rubbernecker’ landed 
her the Theakston Old 
Peculier Crime Novel of 
the Year award in 2014. 

Snap tells the story of 
a teenage boy’s attempt 
to track down his 
mother’s killer. 

Belinda explained: 
“It’s about three children 
trying to survive after 


their mother is murdered 
and their father abandons 
them. 

“The oldest boy. Jack, 
is trying to keep the 
family together by 
keeping them all hidden, 
but when he discovers 
the knife that he believes 
killed his mother, he is 
forced to risk everything 
by going to the police.” 

The advent of online 
booksellers has meant 
readers often leave their 
own book review on a 
site. It’s something 
Belinda welcomes. 

“I read every review - 
and am grateful that 
people take the time to 
write them, good or bad. 
Sometimes I understand 
why people haven’t liked 
a book, and - if I think 
they have a valid point - 
I try to do better.” 

The Man Booker Prize 
winner receives a cheque 
for £50,000 but more 
important is the publicity 
it generates for the 
person chosen and 
follow-on sales. 

The longlist is reduced 
to six books in 
September and the 
winner is announced on 
Tuesday, October 16. 


Vale schools rise 
above national 
average for GCSEs 


VALE of 

Glamorgan schools 
have once again 
produced an 

outstanding 
examination 
performance, with 
pupils from the 
county posting the 
highest ever 

percentage of A* 
and A GCSE 
grades, reported a 
Vale council 

spokesman. 

Eollowing on from 
last week’s A-Level 
success, 26.9 per cent of 
GCSE results were 
within these top two 
categories, an increase 
of 2.5 per cent on last 
year, and 8.4 per cent 
above the Welsh national 
average. 

Nearly 70 per cent of 
all entries achieved 
grades A* to C, 
compared to a Wales 
average of 61.6 per cent, 
which represents a 1.3 
per cent improvement on 
2017. 

The proportion of 
pupils awarded grades 
A* to G is 97.2 per cent, 
also above the Welsh 
average of 96.4 per cent.

Thumbs up for 
wild flowers 


ONE of the first

Since 
the 1930s, it is estimated 
that we have lost 97 per 
cent of flower-rich 
meadows, leaving 
pollinators hungry and 
homeless. 

Pollinators are vital to 
creating and maintaining 
the ecosystems that many 
animals rely on, 
including humans. They 
also assist in the 
reproduction of 90 per 
cent of the world’s 
flowering plants. 

Founder and 

coordinator of Barry 
Action for Nature, Rob 
Curtis, said: “It is 
important to praise the 
Vale Council when they 
get things right. Even 
though we have just gone 
through one of the hottest 
summers on record, 
many of our wild flower 
patches have recovered 
and are now supporting 
our insect life, which in 


turn benefits all the other 
species as well. Well 
done! 

“Formal planting of 
colourful flowers may 
look nice to humans but 
often they are a desert for 
our pollinators, offering 
no or very little pollen 
and nectar. 

“It is much better to 
plant wild flowers, which 
in turn supports honey 
bees, bumble bees, 
butterflies and moths. 

“We must all set aside 
areas, whether in our 
garden, at work or in our 
parks, for our pollinators. 
Native wild flower mixes 
are easily purchased 
online often very cheaply 
but their value to our 
wildlife is priceless.”

He then told us how 
cadets are given initial 
training from the age of 
13V2 yrs. The training at 
St Athan is entirely 
ground-based.

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BlacKkKlansman is Spike Lee’s 
most vital film in over a decade... 


C INEMA is a 
perfect place 
for stories so 
incredible you 
could scarcely 
believe they were 
true. 

This can most 
certainly be said about 
Spike Lee’s latest film, 
BlacKkKlansman which 
is based on a true story 
from the early 1970s. 

Ron Stallworth (John 
David Washington) is 
the first African- 
American police officer 
to serve in the Colorado 
Springs Police 
Department, and with a 
desire to prove himself, 
he sets out to infiltrate 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

Teaming up with 
fellow officer Flip 
Zimmerman (Adam 
Driver), the pair go 
undercover and aim to 
take down the group, led 
by David Duke (Topher 
Grace), an aim that is 
easier said than done... 
While still 

undoubtedly prolific. 
Spike Lee has gone 
almost a decade without 
making a film that has 
truly seared its way onto 
the cinema-going public. 


2006 was his box office 
high point with Inside 
Man (perhaps his most 
mainstream offering), 
but since then while 
Lee’s films have 
explored important 
themes, they haven’t 
connected with the 
masses in the same way. 

All that changes with 
BlacKkKlansman, a film 
that on the surface could 
be played for frivolity 
and certainly doesn’t 
lack in humour, but it’s 
also a film that is 
politically and culturally 
of the moment, the 
1970s-set story all too 
sadly relevant in 2018. 

Lee isn’t a director 
known to soft-soap 
anything, but here he 
dials down the 
abrasiveness and strikes 
a tone that has a 
lightness of touch on 
subject matter that is 
definitely hard-hitting. 

There is, of course, 
inherent humour in an 
African-American 
infiltrating the Ku Klux 
Klan (over a telephone 
wire at least), but while 
the Klan are played as 
malevolent fools, there’s 
a constant undercurrent 
of their hate that always 


reins in the danger of it 
falling too far towards 
comedy. 

There is one scene in 
particular that shows this 
extremely well; Lee cuts 
between the Klan getting 
ready for a ritualistic 
ceremony in their pomp 
and an old man (played 
by Harry Belafonte) 
recounting the true story 
of a young man who, 
found ‘guilty’ of rape, 
was beaten, tortured and 
repeatedly set alight - 
the juxtaposition is 
sublimely done, but 
extremely difficult to 
watch. 

He has a cast that is 
extremely impressive 
across the board, most 
notably John David 
Washington and Adam 
Driver. As the two sides 
of Ron Stallworth they 
are excellent; Driver, as 
Zimmerman, we’re more 
than aware of, his 
detective inveigling his 
way through the Klan 
with seemingly nary a 
consideration for 
himself, though Driver 
tells you, through his 
eyes, that all is balanced 
on a knife edge. 

Washington, though, 
is a new find. Son of

New black 
bag limit is 
imminent 


CHANGES to Vale 
Council black bag 
household waste 
collections are set 
to be introduced 
early next week in 
an effort to boost 
the county’s 
recycling 

performance, said 
a council spokes¬ 
person. 

From September 3, 
households will be able 
to put a maximum of 
two black bags of waste 
for collection every 
fortnight. 

Standard size black 
bags need to be used as 
extra-large bags and 
wheelie bin liners will 
not be collected. 

There will be no 
change to collection 
days and residents can 
put out as much dry, 
food and garden 
recycling as they have. 

Additional recycling 
containers can be 
obtained from Barry, 
Cowbridge, Llantwit 
and Penarth libraries, as 
well as some smaller 
libraries and the 
Council’s Alps depot in 
Wenvoe. 

Using a lockable 
caddy, compostable 
bags and weekly food 
waste recycling 
collection instead of 
storing waste in black 
bags can help control 
smells and keep pests 
out. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, the 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for 

neighbourhood services 
and transport, said: “We 
need to increase the 
amount that we recycle 
in the Vale. We 
currently recycle 64 per 
cent of our waste, which 
is really good, but we 
need to recycle 70 per 
cent by 2024/25 to meet 
the Welsh Government’s 
mandatory targets. If 
these targets are not 
achieved the council 
may be fined. 

“We have found that 
over 60 per cent of the 
waste put out in black 
bags in the Vale can be 
recycled through 
services provided by the 
Council. We want 
householders who don’t 
recycle to start and 


those who currently 
recycle to recycle more 
by focusing on items 
from around the home. 

“For example, 
shampoo bottles and 
aerosols from the 
bathroom, aftershave 
and perfume bottles 
from the bedroom etc. 
This will help us to 
increase the amount we 
recycle across the 
county. 

“While the targets 
give us a focus and 
something to work 
towards, the change is 
not just about targets, it 
is about becoming 
recycling focused as a 
county.” 

A number of other 
councils have seen an 
increase in recycling 
rates after introducing 
restrictions to black bag 
waste. 

Since making the 
move, Bridgend has 
overtaken the Vale to 
emerge as one of the 
best performing 
authorities in Wales in 
this area, while 
Anglesey, who also 
operate a restricted 
residual waste policy, 
are another near the top 
of the pile. 

It is possible to apply 
for additional bags if six 
or more people live in a 
household or in cases 
where a large amount of 
non-recyclable waste is 
produced, by pets or in 
the form of nappies, for 
example. Such waste 
can be double bagged to 
reduce odour. 

Requests must come 
after attempts have been 
made to keep to the 
restriction and a warden 
may visit to discuss 
individual needs. 

Ash from a coal fire 
may also be placed in an 
additional black bag but 
it must not contain 
anything else, be clearly 
labelled, not heavy; cold 
and the council must be 
informed to expect such 
waste.

Ramblers walk around 
Castell Coch and 
Caerphilly Mountain 


THE last of Penarth and 
District Ramblers summer 
evening walks is always 
popular and a crowd of 21 
walkers turned up at Colcot 
Road to join Joy and Biddy the 
dog setting off towards 
Buttrills playing fields in lovely 
sunshine, before dropping 
down through White Farm to 
reach Merthyr Dyfan Church. 

Tucked away in the valley it was 
hidden almost out of sight and formed 
part of a medieval village whose 
history was lost when the area was 
built upon. 

From Port Road, a long field led 
them down into the Brynhill Valley and 
then on by road and track through New 
and Old Wallace farms, with glorious 
views across the Goldsland valley 
becoming green again after much 
needed rainfall. 

More fields led them southwards 
towards part of the Brynhill golf 
course and following an ancient track 
uphill through woodland they arrived 
at the ruined Highlight Church or 
Uchelolau, which dates back to the 
12/13th century. 

The medieval village in this area 
was deserted by the 16th century and 
eventually after it was demolished it 
made way for Highlight Farm. 

Following what is left of Highlight 
Lane through a built up area and 
crossing the school fields brought them 
back to their start point just as the 
evening light was beginning to fade. 

Despite the rather miserable weather 
forecast, 12 walkers joined Geraint at 
Castell Coch, perched high above the 
Taff Gorge with two of its round green 
turrets covered in scaffolding at 
present whilst work is carried out. 

A short but steep climb led them up 
onto part of the Taff Trail and then 
downhill along the disused railway line 
before deviating uphill on a narrow 
pathway overlooking Gwaelod-y- 
garth. Garth Hill and the river Taff in 


the valley below, which soon 
disappeared as misty rain set in. 

Clambering steadily up onto the 
ridgeway of Craig yr Allt and passing 
huge clumps of heather, they were 
forced to descend to the shelter of 
some trees for morning break. 

A short spell of road walking led 
them back into fields and up a rough 
watery track through tall willowherb to 
cross the A469 for the climb to 
Caerphilly Mountain trig point, with its 
views across Caerphilly and the 
Rhymney Valley as the rain slightly 
lifted. 

After partaking of lunch on some 
nearby seats they ventured towards the 
Caerphilly Mountain Snack Bar, then 
across the completely empty greens of 
the Ridgeway Golf Club and into fields 
leading to the mined outbuildings at 
Cefncamau-fawr. 

Exiting from a rough track onto 
Rhiwbina Hill they passed through 
Fforestganol and into Fforest-fawr for 
the descent through delightful 
woodland back to their start.

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How ploughing 
really was ‘life on 
the edge’ in 1918! 


THE Vale of Glamorgan 
Ploughing & Hedging Society 
held its meeting at the Six 
Bells Inn, Penmark on August 
22, when the final details were 
discussed for the ploughing 
match at Sealand Farm, St 
Bride’s Major on Sunday, 
September 9 by kind 
permission of Richard 
Anthony (the society’s 
president) and family.

It was noted that a number of 
horse teams were entered in the 
ploughing match.

It would appear in those days 
the custom was that a new tenant 
moving into a farm would have a 
field ploughed by a collection of 
neighbours as a goodwill gesture. 

David George was one of about 
six ploughmen who spent some days 
there. The story was that on the 
Friday they finished for the week 
and on Monday found that about half 
an acre of the ground which had 
been ploughed had gone over the 
cliff top into the sea. 

This must have given the 
ploughmen who had been working 
that field a great shock! 

Competitors can rest assured that 
the ground in question will not be 
where the 2018 ploughing match is 
to be held!

Skoda have proved to 
me over the last few 
years that they are more 
than capable of standing 
on their own two feet - 
and I for one now look 
at Skoda as an individual 
company who produce 
fantastic cars. I mean 
just look at the Octavia. 
It’s an awesome car and 
it deserves to be right in 
the spotlight - because 
it’s utterly brilliant in 
every way. 

In power and 
efficiency, the 1.0-litre 
TSi petrol engine has a 
0-62 time of around 9.9 
seconds and a top speed 
of 126mph. Fuel 
consumption is also 
good, giving a combined 
figure of 50-plus mpg. 

So, firstly, how well 
does it get a move on. 
Basically, like a scalded 
cat, if I’m being honest. 
I’m not kidding here 
folks it’s astonishingly 
quick. That 1.0 TSi 
engine for me is the total 
sleeper car - so, be 
warned, if you do decide 
to take it on, you will 
almost certainly be 
crossing the finish line 
in second place. OK, I’m 
kidding a little, but it 
does get a move on 
pretty quickly. 

On the road, the 
115PS engine that was 
fitted to my test car was 
enthusiastic and pretty 
much perfect. Also, into 
the comers, the chassis 
feels poised and tight, 
even when dealing with 


all the potholes and 
bumps on some of our 
worst roads. Plus when 
the tarmac gets twisty, 
the chassis firms up to 
give you maximum grip 
in and out of every 
comer. The steering also 
feels light, direct and is 
perfectly balanced with 
plenty of feedback on 
what the road beneath 
you is doing. 

With regard to the 
interior and technology. 
I’m so glad to see that 
the designers at Skoda 
have paid a lot of 
attention to the detail 
inside the cabin of the 
Octavia. Thankfully, it 
now feels more 
refreshing and modern 
than the previous model 
I tested a while ago. 
Also, the seats are really 
comfy and the controls 
are well set out. The 
Amundsen touchscreen 
satellite navigation 
system and digital radio 
is pretty good too. The 
only thing missing now 
for me is some soothing 
music tracks playing in 
the background. 

On the inside, there’s 
plenty of standard 
equipment, which 
includes dual-zone air 
conditioning, cruise 


control, acoustic rear 
parking sensors, 
touchscreen satellite 
navigation system, 
driving mode selection 
(eco/comfort/sport/custo 
m) and driver fatigue 
sensor 

You also get ESC 
incl,EBV,MSR,ASR, 
EDS, HBA and DSR all 
as standard. That’s what 
I love about Skoda, they 
are not afraid to give 
you everything you will 
ever need, right there 
when you need it. 

Space inside the 
Octavia is very good - 
easily managing to fit in 
a family of four. The 
boot space alone is also 
huge - and you would 
have no trouble at all 
fitting in the whole 
family. Also, if you are 
looking to own the 
Octavia as a business 
car, then go and sign on 
the dotted line right 
‘now’ - before they all 
sell out. 

In summary, I like the 
Octavia because its 
practical and fun to 
drive. It has bags of 
torque and plenty of 
space on the inside. Big 
Skoda smiles here!

THIS is the second 
of the extracts from 
Brian Lee's long out 
of print book, The 
Races Came Off - 
The story of point- 
to-point racing in 
South and West 
Wales. 

Last time we were 
taken back in time to 
1890 and this week we 
find ourselves in 1891... 
The following year, 
1891, the Glamorgan 
Hunt point-to-point 
was held during the 
annual Cowbridge 
Hunt Week. 

This was an annual 
week-long carnival of 
hunting and racing held 
in Cowbridge with a 
different programme 
each day. Bunting would 
be hung up in the High 
Street and the 
steeplechases took place 
at Pennine or Penllyn as 
it is called today. 

The conditions of 
entry for these races were 
similar to the conditions 
of entry for point-to- 
points. But as 

for the actual course, 
the riders had to 
encounter trappy fences, 
natural banks, a couple of 
water jumps and some 
flights of gorse-topped 
hurdles. 

The course for the 
point-to-point races, 
however, was kept a 
close secret until the day. 
The line of country 
chosen was from a hill at 
the Newlands Farm, 
Brocastle, round a flag 
close to St Mary Hill 
Church, and then home, 
the prizes being a silver 
plate for the 12 stone 
lightweight race and a 
choice between a claret 
jug or bowl for the 14 
stone heavyweight event. 

The first race started at 
about 1pm, and in 
between races Mr Bassett 
entertained a large 
company to luncheon in 
a barn adjoining the start. 

Mr Watson, who had 
won the lightweight race 
the previous year, this 
time rode Jurruw to 


victory in the 
heavyweight race, and in 
the lightweight event 
Mostyn, partnered by his 
owner/rider Mr Edgar 
David, was first home. 

“There is a charm 
about these point-to- 
point races which 
contests between-the- 
flags cannot produce,” 
wrote Cosmos. “The 
blatant discord of the 
bookmaker is 

conspicious by its 
absence, and one is 
aware that as much 
depends upon the rider as 
the horse. The course not 
being marked out, it is 
interesting to watch the 
direction which is 
taken,and how a false 
move to the right or left 
throws out the boldest of 
men. Gambling is 
confined to a 
sweepstake.” 

It was in 1895 that the 
Llanharan and Ystrad 
held a point-to-point near 
Llanharan village on a 
Wednesday afternoon. 
There were three races 
over an excellent course 
with good fences and 
some fallow land to 
gallop across at the 
finish. 

The first event was for 
horses not exceeding 
15.h.hh. which had been 
hunted with the hunt 
during the season. 

This race was won by 
Mr J. Davies on a horse 
called Grasshopper. Mr 
Davies also took the 
second race, which was 
for horses over 15 h.h., 
on the one-eyed Blinker, 
a good performer over 
banking courses. 

The third race on the 
card, which was for 
farmers, resulted in a 
lucky win for Mr 
William Jones on Tally- 
Ho, after Irish Lass, who 
had looked all over the 
winner, took a tumble.

3-1 win over Ton Pentre. 

Striker Dixon, who 
recently signed a contract 
with Barry, is newly on 
loan with the Bridgend 
side as part of his 
recovery from a long¬ 
term injury lay-off. 

In total, four of the 12

Nevertheless, the 
frustrated forward would 
make no mistake when, 
deep in stoppage time, he 
connected with Jones’ 
own perfectly-placed 
header back into the 
danger zone to score the 
Town’s 96th-minute 
leveller. 

Such was the 
desperation that even 
goalkeeper Lewis had 
joined in the attack and 
might have himself 
scored from in would 
prove to be the final play 
of the game. 

Credit must go to 
substitute Jones and 
Macauley Southam- 
Hales for an exquisite 
delivery, but also to 
McLaggon for shrugging 
off those earlier missed 
chances to make the final 
difference at the death.
